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THE DIFFERENT VARIETIES OF FISH IN
ELK RIVER,

MR. Eptror: Until about the
year 13857 there were no fish in
Bl Rier above tae Dig Falls ex-
cept small winnows; and about
this date Lewis B. Banner and
Levi Moody's sons brought fish
in buckets from the head of Toe
river and stocked Elk river with
speckled trout. As this section
was sparsely settled at that time
and there being very little clear-
ed land along the streams, the
fish increased rapidly and Elk
was known far and wide fora
great number of years as a fine
tishing stream, but as the coun-
try became more densely popu-
lated and the clearings along the
streams became more extensive,
the speckled trout began to di-
minish in numbers and but very
few grewto be of very much
size.

A little more thantwenty years
ago a few small fish of other vari-
eties of trout were put in Elk
river and Cranberry creek, apd
now we have four distinct varie-
ties of trout in addition to the
speckled trout. A number of oth-
er streams in this mountain sec-
tion have the Rainbow, but ifany
other has the three last named 1
have no knowledge of it. As 1
have had occasion to observe the
different markings and general
appearance of these I will give a
description of each kind of flsh.
The Rainbow has a broad red
stripe along its sides and the lar-
ger the fish the broader the
stripe, and the red is of a darker
hue and the fish appears to be
broader up and down than the
other three follow!ng. The Cali-
fornia trout appear to have nei-
ther red specks nor spots and
not the stripe of the Rainbow,
and the sides have a silvery ap-
pearance, The Dolly Varden, or
* Maima has large red spots along
its sides, with dark spots behind
its head and along the back. This
fish is not quite as broad as the
Rainhow up and down but is
more chuffy. The European
Brown trout is wmore slim and
round-bodied than the others; it
has the red spots on its sides and
is rather yellow or light brown
underneath.

These large varieties are more
prolific than the speckled trout
and as large trout seem to be
disposed to eat smaller fishes
and minnows, it is seldom thata
speckled trout is caught except
at the head of the streams.

It is not genecally known how
or .when the Dolly Varden and
Europeanand Brown trout were
put in Elk river and not in the
other streams; but Mr. T. A,
Love told me that he wrote to the
late Judge Jeter C. Pritchard
while he was in the United States
Senate, and requested him to
have a small shipment sent 'to
him with a view of putting them
in Linville river, but owing to the
delay in the delivery of a tele-
gram advising him of the delive.
ry, the little trout were dumped
into Cranberry creek and they
soon went down into Elk river;
hence Elk and its tributaries
bacame stocked with theselarger
trouts.

New river, Watauga, Linville
and Toe rivers might be stocked
with California, Dolly Varden
and European Brown trout by
getting a few out of Elk river
and putting them inother streams
and if this should be done and
fishing in these streams should
{ be prohibited by law for a few
. years, they would increase very

rapidly and the experiment

would justify the little trouble
and expense incidentto the trans.
® ser.

MAY BAR SOME QUESTIONS

Britain Offers Southern Ireland Do-
minlon Rule Within Empire—New
Crisis Over Upper Sllesia—Gover

nor of Illincls Indicted for Al.
leged Embezzlement.

Japan, self-consclous, rather sus-
picious and knowlng both the strength
and the weakness of her position In
the Orlent, has been withholding her
acceptance of President Harding's ip-
vitation to the Washington conference
In 80 far as the discusslon of Paclific
problems 1s concerned. But repeated
conversations  between Secretary
Hughes and Ambassador Shidehara
are yerving to dissipate her vague ob-
Jections aml It Is belleved her com-
plete nceeptunce will not be much long-
er deluyed. Mr, Hughes made It clear
to the umbassador that the soverelgn-
ty of Japan can assert itself at Lhe
conference as freely as that of uny
other power, that the United States
hus no dispesition to draw hard and
fast lines with regard to the subjects
that shall be discussed and that it
would he most unfortunate If a hostlle
or suspleious attitude should develop
hefore the conference begins, It Is
understood, at this writing, that the
mikado's enbinet has virtually ngreed
that Japan shall enter the conference
without restrictions, having faith In
the good Intentlons of the other par-
tletpants.

The Jupanese people, however, and
their  prominent leaders, are not
upurimous In approvul of that course,
many fenring the conference will be
dominuted by the Anglo-Saxons and
will result In the strangling of Jupan's
economle and politienl development In
Asln, There Is also a tendency, not
confized to unofficlal cireles, to Insist
that the matler of race equality be
made an issue at Washington and that
the emigration rights of the Jupanese
be definitely fixed. It is reported, too,
that the cabinet has decided the Jnpa-
nese representatives shall not enter in-
to discussion of questions affecting
the sovereign rights of participating
natlons or of the Shantung and Yap
questions, which it holds were setticed
by the Parls peace conference. So far
ns Yap Is concerned, it Is belleved the
negotintions hetween the United States
nnd Jupan will have been concluded
and o friendly settlement of the dis-
pute renched long before the confer-
ence nssembles,

The Invitation te China to partiel-
pate In the discusslons of Pacifie
questions has hrought on gome com-
plieations. In the first pluce It Is re-
sponsible tor much of Jupan's suw
picton, Then, too, It was directed of
course to the Peking government and
pow Dr, 8un Yat Sen's eonstitutinnal
government of South China protests,

spresident” Eamonn de Valern had
anotlier meeting with Premler Llogd
eorge Thurgday, and soon thereafter
departed for Ireland carrying the gove
srnment’s finnl offer of home rule for
(he lslind within the empire, practl
mally like that enjoyed hy South Afrira

This he will submit to the Irish “re-
publicans” whose declsion, he has as-
gerted, he will abide by. The plan was
first given In detall to the British
cahinet and received Its almost unani-
mous approval. Premier Smuts of
South Africa aguin had taken a hand
fn the settlement and had suggested
fisen! alterations which were ndopted.

Thus the prospects for Irish peace
are fuirly good, desplte the fact that
Ulster and the extreme Unlonlsts re-
ma'n to be satisfied. Sir James Craig,
the Ulster premler, after meeting
Llnyd Geurge In London, returned to
Belrast to consult his government. He
declared Ulster would not yleld Its
right of seif-letermination, that [ts
sepuriation from southern Irelund was
an accomplighed fact, and that “it
now only remnins for Mr. de Valera
and the British people to come to
terms regarding the area outside of
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that of which I am prime minister.”
He emphstically repudiated the Sinn
Feln argument thut Ulster is in the
minority and wmust bow to the inn-
Jority In i <land, admitting the unity
of the island und accepting self gov-
ernment, If It gets It, from Ireland ne
a whole, Up to date De Valera and his
colleagues have uot abandoned this
Sino Feln position. It remalns to he
seen which side will yield. For the mn
ment, at least, the attitude of the pev-
ple of southern Ireland Is more pence-
ful and conclliatory than that of the
northern Irish,

Upper Silesia comes to the front
agaln, with prospects of reuewed trou-
ble which may result In another out-
brenk of hostilities and even ina
break umong the entente allles. Con-
vinced thut the pituation there wus ex-
tremely critlcal, France asked Great
Britaln and Italy to jolo her In sending
refuforcewents to the region.
